Ints bofiro the war made guite a stie
nbout his cane, a3 many attempls were
made to kidoap him At longth, when
twonty-throe yoars of pye, Capt. Nileon,
then an agent of the slave deal ry asyo.
clatlon, managed to obtaln pesiersion of
the man and sold him to Me. Botts, of
New Orlesns, managing {5 espipe, he
went to Nuw York, trom theuce s
want ta Calif srnin in 1850, wi'lh Nathan-
lel Gray, on boned the Savah 8ands  He
left behind him s wife and two childreen,
On arriviog in that state, fearing lest he
should ba retarned to his owners, he
wandered around the mincs and
snbsequently went ¢y the Hawaliwan
Islinds and from thero to Anstra ia.  His
great fear wos that Captain Nilson, of th
Sarah Sands, being the sw e man wlio
sold him into slavery, after being froe
would at empt to place him in slavory
agan. At the time referred to Caliv rin
wis in an unsettled sta e and every effort
was being made, not only tomake it a slave
siate, but t yoware the slaves who had
gained their lNeerty to theie former
ownira. Mr. Gray took a deep interest
in the man, and having lost sight of him
for many years, after three months of ad-
verising found him, nud has been ¢n
abled to send bim lome, sfter a {lirty
yenrs absence, to his wife and famlly, all
of whom he bislieved to ba dead. The
man'd auventures woild fill a volome
tcr he haws saen much of the world and
has had hils upsand downe, Wealthy
ooe day, poverty atricken and hunted
down the next, ha at last returns to his
hume In New York city, to spend his re-
mainic ¢ days in the bosym ¢f his long-
I8t family. It was a touchlng sizht to
sce the veteran Gray, with his grey

Beard, and the vetcran biack,
with  his fron.grey  hair, ttind
irg  together, as frlends and

orothers aftor a scparation cf overs (uar-
ter of a cootury.
